The retieat ol (ieii. Zollicoiler has proved 
lo bo disastrous iicd bloody. A letter from 
Camp Wild Cat, dated Friday Inst, says he 
had left his deail and dying strewn along Ihe 
road from that print lo Biirbour-ville. It is 
oliiiiatcd tinit llXn) iiicii peri,-hed in the 
retreat alone, and that his lo-s in tiin I),ittle 
and the retreat will amount to l,5l)l)inen. 
Tho retreat began early on Tuesday morning. 
The deail were left on the lield to be buried 
hy the llninii troops. Tne Held was literally 
strewn wilh them. They niiist have fought 
like liemls. The exe'iution was tfiuble, and 
tlie wounded vcre lew. 'I'he eifecls of llie 
long balls — the Minnie — are represented to 
have been most terrible. Bodies were per- 
forated and skulls were broken inlo half a 
do/,eii pieces. Many b-atures it was inii'os- 
sible to 1 .Hv-giiize. I'he grape ami Ciuu-tcr 
(d' Iho artillery bail also found many victims. 
They were found lying on the bill sides in 
groups. It iipperasHS if the bodies on falling 
had rolled down the .sleep sides of a hill and 
thus piled up on one another. The road was 
blocked Willi ihem, and the Teiinessert regi- 
moiil ill pursuit rusheil over llie bodies of 
their former fri-nds and aciiuainlances. 
Two pieces of artillery and all the camp 
equipage, wilh many aims, knapsacks, and 
all oiher niRlerials, were left by the rebels in 
thi'ir precipitate llighl.
